Desperate Robbery in London. 

The Free Frtet says ono of the moat 
daring and determined robberies ever per- 
petrated in Canada occurred laat I^'riday 
night in this city, at aI>out eight o'clock. 
The window of Mr. John Running's fruit 
store and ejcbangc office was broken in 
by a strange man from New York, who 
huH, during the last few days, hceh lurk- 
ing nrouud here, and who stole therefrom 
the sum of S280 in bills. This act was 
hO sudden that some moments elapsed be- 
fore the full 6late of affairs could be real- 
ized. Tho pane broken was a large one, 
and admitted the man's head and shoul- 
ders. In this position ho made a clean 
sweep with both hands of nearly all the 
hills within his reach, as hastily withdrew, 
and then ran for dear life up Kiobmood 
street to Dundaa Fttrcet, down Duodas 
street to Talbot, cros&jng up to the corner 
of North street- Several of tho cabmen 
who saw hiB movements from tho comer 
of Dundas street, tried to intercept him 
as ho passed, but his speed was' that of 
tho wjDdp There were many promenaders 
on the street, nearly all of whom joined id 
the race for his capture. As he ran down 
Dundas street there could not have been 
less than from two to three hundred jpeople 
after him. Some one in the crowu iired 
three shols'at hiin from a rcTolver, but 
witliout bringing him down, or apparently 
injuring; him in any way. On, on he 
went, distancing tho fleetest of his pur* 
auerrf, with the purpose of one whoao life 
depended on bisBwiftuesaof foot. At tho 
North street comer a borso— the well- 
known racer *' Daisy Dean/' owne*^ by the 
late Mr. Coote— waa held in readineaa for 
him by a lad named Welch. The robber 
vaulted into the saddle, And, applying tho 
spur, rode off with Turpiu-liko triumph 
and intrapidity. Odo of Iho crowd just 

E^t up as lie atarted, and grasped tho mnre 
y tho tail. ^The pursuit was coutinued 
up Jtidout street, when tho townspeople 
had the morliflcitioa to witness bis ^oape 
from tlie city by B I aekfriars Bridge. The 
map was recognired by Mr. BonDing a^ a 
New Yorker^ who has mcd prowling about 
hero lately, with no verf Apparent dedgu, 
lie waa rather small of stAturo, and wore 
a light moustache. Ho bad engaged the 
Aiara io tho evening, and had evidenUy 
well matured his plans for tha robbery.

An in- 
vf^tlgaAon waa held, and by, means of 
Bomo papers in l^ia pockets it was a^eer- 
tained that he had been stnying at a Bni- 
lor'a boarding house since his arrivol at 
Havana. The testimony of the landlord 
sod b[>arders brought to light some stogU' 
Inr facta. His name, it appeara, wosPanl 
1'. Margate, although ho was genei'ally 
knot^'U aa tho "crazy Knghshman." He 
was a quiet person, and apparently labored 
under Bomo great grief, was evidently in 
easy circumstances^ although spending but 
little money, aod rfas iu tho hnhit of being 
out until 2 or 3 o^clock in tho mcming, 
A diary kept by him was found on his 
Ijcrson which, with other papers discov- 
ered, showed ho came to Havanain search 
of bis wife, an Irish woman, whom he had 
married when she was a ehambermaij' in 
(ho Now York Hotel soverol years since, 
he nt Ihat time being wealthy. Her 
beauty — for Bhe was really beautiful — 
proved hoc nilUj as is too otUu tho case. 
}i!ntiroly uneducated and^ possesaing an 
uDgovoroablo tcmpoTj she was inordinately 
fond of admiration, and in her husband's 
wealth she saw only the mc&na of euhtnC' 
ing her oharma— her ambition, yo, per- 
ceiving tho danger into which she waa 
likely to fall, attempted to cheek her, a 
proceeding which only resulted in high 
words and more reckless cxtravaganoo ou 
her part, llopfog that a removal from 
the gay city and her old associates might 
have tlie desired effect, ho flaally went to 
Cbarlcstown, but too lato to save his own 
honour and happiDDss, for, to a few mooths 
sho doped wUh a notod gambler, frith 
whom, unknown to her husHand, eho had 
previously had somo acquaintance in Now 
York. Wargato was maddened by the 
realisation of Ma worst fears, A littlo 
moro than a year afterward, hearing that 
his wife's lover had deserted her, and that ^ 
sho had relumed to Now York, ho fol- 
lowed hor, hoping to find and induoe her 
to ohad|t^ her mode of lifb, Hia soArch 
for her was useless, however. In the 
meantimo holoampd that Ihodcfltroyer uf 
hiapcaoohad gone to California. Holm- 
meaialely followed him, overtook him in 
Omaha; and moL him and shot bim dead. 
His vengcanoe'pirtiillrBatod, ho rooom- 
meaccd bis ^areh fbr hIa vifb, ind afler 
Bcmo two years had gone by, waa Informed 
that she had loft NowVork for Hann* 
about the tlmo of tho gambler's doalh.

On January 13, 1785, Mr. John Wal- 
i^Tj of London, pobUahed the first nombcr 
of the Zkiilif Univertal .Bww^j which 
was printed by what was known aa the 
Vjgographio ffj^tem, in which types con- 
taming fljllabfca and words were employed 
-inateidbf angle lettere. This ByBlem, 
being not fonnd to answer, waa sooo dis- 
taed. Mr^WaJter detennmed to change 
th^ namo of hia newspaper, acd od Jan- 
naryi, 1788, iKned the first number of 
Uie IVirtb, a font-pago sheet, a liUle laj^ 

than thefiratnii^6erorthei\Wwi/i?t^er, 
and conUining four colamns on each page. 
It WM, of ioursG, printed on'-the ol^-faali- 
iofled hand prwaai. It had mwiy' riyala 
td eooUmd »ith; and gained hut Elowly in 
«&Biibilk>fi, having at the start and until 
1803, a ealeof 1000 oopies, whilst the 
L<mdoiy Moraing Po9t iesued 4^600- 
Dnnng thb year Blr, Walter gave np the 
paper to his son, in whose handa it ad- 
vanced to a high place in jotimallBiHj ite 
»tart being gained b^ pntcrprisq in gather- 
iog newB in Napoleon's wars, ' OnNovem- 
"ber 2, 1814, the »J\"mM was firat printed 
hy Bteam power, nsing the first Engliab 
•team printing prcea, constracted by M. 
Konig, and capable of working off 1,200 
ooplea per hour. By sncc4»Hiv6 improv&- 
menta this capacity waa Jncreafiod, and in 
1815 there were 4200 oopjca per hour 
printed. The powerful artiel^ contrib^ 
uted by BdwaiS Sterling to the Ttma 

fined it the well-known name of *' The 
handcrer." Dnriog thia period itgrad' 
ually iocreafied its size, adding a fifth, and 
Ibtn ft Biith column to each page, and on 
Jaimary 19, 1829, it iaaaed ila first dou- 
ble nomber of eij^bt pagca. In 1841, a 
memorable e?EQt happened in the htfltory 
of the paper. It uecd ita great power to 
defeat aud expose a scheme organized by 
a public company to defraud, by forgeryj 

all the infiuenlialbantera of Europe, This 
brought upon the proprittora a long and 
vexatioufl antion for libel, JQVolving them 

in heavy eipCD&e, Fiually the jury found 
tho charge true, hut gave a verdict of only 
one farthlpg dftmcgee. This trial was one 
of the great acaU of the time, and Bub- 
iCriptioQa i?ere £et on foot In all parts of 
Europe to reimburse the proprietors for 
their iraracnue oullay in defending tho ao- 
tioD, but thifl beiog firmly declined, tho 
money waa eipeoded Jn founding *' Times 
Scbolarshipfl" at Oiford, Cambridgo add 
other e-choola, and niarble tablets com- 
memorating the event were Bct up ID tho 
Koyal Exchange, In Printing Hooso 
Square, and oQier plaoce. Thf«o ffere 
the greatest houeuTB €rer given to an Eu-
